The text will remain secret 
until the Soviet government re- 
ceives it, in accordance with dip- 
lomatic practice, but its main 
points have been known for some 
time. 

Informed sources said the West, 
in the note, would welcome Rus- 
sia’s suggestions for a Big Four 
conference, with these conditions; 

1. The conference should not 
be limited to discussion of Ger- 
many alone. It should cover the 
broad field of East-West con- 

flict. 

2. The questions to be dis- 
cussed should be agreed upon = 
in advance in ‘diplomatic con- 
versations among representa- 
tives of the four powers. In 
other words, there must be 
agreement on an agenda before , 
there is a conference.

I believe competition in TV broad- 
easting would be a healthy thing for 
all concerned, and you should welcome 
it. N.B.C. now has most of the best 
programs anyway, and the people 
would at least have some choice in 
program selection. You have a most 
golden opportunity of service to pres- 
ent and future owners to press the 
issue.

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No Solution Yet 


Results of the Truman-Attlee conference, as 
expressed in the statement issued at its conclu- 
sion, cannot be described as inspiring. Be- 
neath all the affirmations of agreement on 
objectives plainly lies a marked disagreement 
on methods. Unless the conference achieved 
results not indicated in the official summary, the 
statesmen have so far failed to find a solution 
for the crisis in the Far East. 

The President and the Prime Minister declare 
that they are ready, as always, to seek an end to 
the hostilities in Korea by negotiation. If the 
Chinese Communists show any sign of readiness 

- themselves, “then we are hopeful that the cause 
of peace can be upheld.” 
~ ~ - 

This seems to say that if the Chinese want a 
peaceful settlement they can ask for it. But not 
much inducement is given them for asking. 
This may be a righteous stand to take in the 
face of an aggression which has shocked the 
world, but it does not represent the bold initia- 
tive for peace which the responsibilities of 
statesmanship in this dangerous hour call for. 

There have been disturbing reports out of 
Washington that American plans contemplate 
some sort of “limited war” against China in the 
event that the Korean impasse remains unset- 
tled. There is talk of more aid for Chiang Kai- 
shek, of coastal blockade, of support for guer- 
rilla activities on the mainland, even of bombing 
Chinese cities. 

Fortunately, Messrs. Truman and Attlee de- 
clare that what shall be done if no negotiations 
develop must be decided by “the peoples of the 
world, acting through the United Nations.” One 
must hope that the decision will in fact be left 

“to the U.N., and that its members will not be 
pressured into adopting a course which might 
spell years of fruitless warfare. | 

The conferees admitted frankly that they were 
unable to agree on the seating of Red China in 
the U.N., Britain favoring and the United States 
opposing. They could not agree on any change 
in viewpoint toward Formosa. They could not 
agree that Mr. Truman should seek United Na- 
tions authorization before using atomic weapons; 
the President merely said that he hoped they 
wouldn’t have to be used, and promised to let 
Mr. Attlee know if he changed his mind.

As for Europe, the crucial theater of the strug- 
gle, the area where our energies should be con- 
centrated, the continent which alone has the 
productive skills and industrial resources to aug- 
ment Soviet power significantly, Messrs. Truman 
and Attlee agreed that its defenses should be 
strengthened. A supreme military commander 
will be appointed soon, and all Atlantic pact 
countries are urged to intensify their efforts. 
That Europe should receive the priority in effort 
which its importance dictates was not explicitly 
stated, but one may hope it is implied. 

There are, of course, many things which can- 
not be expressed in public pronouncements, and 
it must be hoped that the Washington confer- 
ences produced some results of this nature. No 


doubt the British urged counsels of restraint, 


which will have their effect on American policy. 
It is a time for restraint. It is a time for making 
sure that we have friends at our side. It is a 
time for leadership which unifies rather than 
divides the free world. 
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Put Another Nickel in the Thing 


Being neither deaf nor eremitic by nature, we 
have been unable to avoid discovering the ex- 
istence of the thing. This, we hasten to add, is 
by no means an event to be regarded with 
pleasure. 

For the benefit of those who have been fortu- 
nate enough to spend the last few weeks on 
Easter Island or at the headwaters of the Ama- 
zon, the thing is an unidentified bit of something 
or other currently being memorialized on the 
disc jockey’s turntables, every juke box in town. 
and mayhap even Pan’s pipes, for aught we 
know. 

Whatever the thing is, all that seems to be 
needed to sing of its history is a pair of lusty 
unmusical lungs and a stout fist, suitable for 
pounding at the places where the lyric-writer 
couldn’t think of what to put in and hence left 
it all to the listener’s imagination. 

Of its genesis we have heard varying versions 
from varying sources, all usually unreliable. Of 
its fate, we would like to be more sure. We 
hope that it speedily goes wherever went the 
music that went down and around. And whér- 
ever that is, we hope it is speedily joined by the 
next guy who suddenly starts pounding on the 
table while we are enjoying a contemplative 
schooner. 
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Strange Defiance 

Two days before the United Nations reversal 
in Korea, President Syngman Rhee of the South 
Korean Republic issued a proclamation defying 
the U.N. What he said has become entirely 
academic, but it remains a remarkable comment 
on the man to whom was entrusted the responsi- 
bility for democratic leadership in Korea. . 

President Rhee stated boldly that he could 
not accept U.N. plans to limit his Government to 
South Korea while an interim rule was estab- 
lished in North Korea. He charged that the 
U.N. plan was “Communist inspired.” To top 
this defiance, he added that he would “never 
accept interference by the United Nations in 
the affairs of Korea.” 


Such defiance has been measured in more 
than words. When an American civil affairs 
team took charge of Pyongyang and named a 
‘civil government for the North Korean capital, 
Rhee’s police published posters stating that the 
city actually was under South Korean martial 
law. 

But President Rhee’s obstructionism dates 
farther back. Official U.N. documents published 
in October show that the Rhee Government was 
itself an obstacle to unity in Korea. These docu- 
ments revealed a shocking story of brutality 
and suppression of liberties by the South Ko- 
rean authorities. The U.N. Commission *stated 
flatly that Rhee’s Government “was opposed 
to any program for unification except its own.” 

Rhee had already said as much in asserting 
that he’ would not be bound by the U.N. plan 
for new elections in Korea. He refused to accept 
the U.N. decision that he had no civil authority 
in the North. And he clung obstinately to this 
position right up to the time that the Chinese 
Communist army struck. 


His proclamation is now academic because, 
two days after Mr. Rhee attacked the U.N., the 
Chinese Communists did a much better job of it 
by cracking the front of the U.N. armies. What- 
ever sovereignty the Rhee Government can 
claim anywhere now rests entirely with the 
firmness of U.N. troops. 

The record of Rhee’s Government never in- 
spired as much confidence in democracy as it 
should have done in Asia, but the U.N. had to 


support him, and did so with blood. Far from 
showing any gratitude, Rhee has badgered those 
who upheld his power, even while the U.N. 
forces were under attack. His proclamation was 
a piece of unreality from a popinjay president. 
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It Would Be Funny, If—_ 

The only pat description for Washington's 
attitude toward economic controls is that old 
cliche: “It would be funny if it were not so 
serious.” The Government has a law authoriz- 
ing controis. Executives have been appointed to 
administer it—Economic Stabilization Adminis- 
trator Valentine, Price Stabilization Director Di- 
Salle and Wage Stabilization Director Ching. 
These three agree that something must be done 
to check inflation. But nothing is done. 


On Friday, Valentine, DiSalle and Ching held 
a press conference. It was replete with sugges- 
tions for a satire in the Gilbert and Sullivan 
manner. There was perfect accord on the evils 
of profiteering, hoarding and running up the 
cost of national defense. But the refrain always 


was that the Government is “studying” the prob- - 


lem, that it hopes that a freeze order on prices 
and wages will be unnecessary, that individuals 
will meet the situation individually and that, 
thus, the nation will be saved. 


Now, up to a point, all this is humanly under- 
standable. People like controls about as much 
as they like stiffer taxes. And the enforcement 
of controls involves considerable difficulties. It 
would be wonderful if the national economy 


could be carried through the present crisis under ° 


the rule of “business as usual.” The trouble is 
that the nation is far beyond the point at which 
such an operation is reasonably possible. 

Just a week ago President Truman asked an- 
other $17.978,247,000 appropriation for defense. 
The Post-Dispatch pointed out that this figure 
alone was more than twice as much as the total 
national budget in 1940. What the over-all de- 
fense bill for 1950 and the years ahead will be 
is beyond accurate calculation. But the effect 
on the economy already is all too clear. The 
Bureau of Labor Statistics shows prices in al- 
most all categories at new highs. And they are 
going higher. 

Faced by this fact, Mr. Valentine and his asso- 
ciates talk about their authority to roll prices 
back to pre-Korean levels. It is highly doubtful 
whether this actually can be done. But why let 
the inflationary gap get larger and larger? Why 
not at least stop prices and wages where they 
are? Months ago, Bernard M. Baruch urged an 
across-the-board freeze. Government and people 
would be better off if that advice had been 
followed. | 

But even now we get only threats of controls 
and hints of roll-backs. Actually, prices and 
wages, too, are still rising. The inflationary 
spiral is gathering sickening speed. Exhorta- 
tions are not retarding it one bit. As we said 
before, it would be funny if it were not so 
serious. ‘ 
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More Time on Rent Control 

Agreement by the Senate and House on a 
three-month extension of rent controls will give 
communities until March 31, instead of only 
until Dec. 31, to exercise their option to retain 
controls for the first six months of 1951. As 
to what happens beyond that, the issue is sure 
to be raised anew in the Eighty-second Congress. 

The temper of the next Congress is readily 
indicated by the votes in the present assembly. 
Senator Taft led opposition to rent control ex- 
tension, and got 25 fellow Republicans and two 
Southern Democrats to go along with him. In 
the House, 119 Republicans voted against con- 
trols. And the election returns show that the 
influence of Senator Taft and his following will 
be stronger in the new Congress. 


The only influence that might counteract this 
is the influence of inflation on the housing mar- 
ket. Business Week reports, in an article re- 
printed on this page, current efforts to hold back 
home building. In the new defense cmergency, 
a continued housing shortage seems inevitable in 
many cities, and the need for rent controls will 
survive with it. Will Senator Taft and his col- 
leagues see the point in 1951? 
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Evervbody’s Freedom 

All Americans’ liberties are a little safer this 
week than they were last, thanks to two deci- 
sions by United States, Courts of Appeals. The 
courts have insisted that justice and due process 
of law must be observed, no matter who the 
person before the bar. 

First was the decision in the Coplon case, in 
which the Federal Bureau of Investigation was 
informed Americans still could not be arrested 
without warrants, and that wiretapping was still 
a dirty business. And now the Court of Appeals 
at Washington has ruled that the discharges of 
two employes of the Army Finance Center here 
were illegal, because they were never informed 
what the charges against them were. 


All they were told was that they allegedly 
attended meetings “openly sponsored” by the 
Communist party. Just what the meetings were 
supposed to have been, or when they were al- 
legedly held, the employes were not told. Con- 
sequently, they could not possibly present evi- 
dence to show that they had not. 

The Army, and other Government depart- 
ments, obviously should have power to discharge 
employes if it has good ground to believe they 
are disloyal. Equally obviously, as the court has 
now said, the Army should not do so until the 
accused has had a fair chance to answer what- 
ever the charges may be. 

It is to be hoped that this decision will have 
far-reaching consequences. It is to be hoped 
that Congress and the courts will apply it, as 
they should, to that multitude of “loyalty pro- 
ceedings” in other Government departments 
which frequently are nothing more than star 
chamber trials. 


For the U.N. Record 


Over the usual Soviet protest, the political 
committee of the U.N. General Assembly voted 
to consider the six-power resolution demanding 
withdrawal of Chinese troops from Korea. The 
Soviet Union vetoed the resolution in the Se- 
curity Council, but the General Assembly will 
probably pass it by more than a two-thirds vote. 

The Assembly may not be able to enforce its 
demand, but it is worth placing on the record. 
By so doing the U.N. will show that it does not 
acquiesce in aggression and does not abandon its 
objective of a unified and free Korea. 

Sometimes, as a British delegate said, the 
Soviet spokesmen go to extreme lengths to di- 
vorce U.N. proceedings from reality. Their ef- 
fort to depict the U.N. troops as “intervention- 
ists” and the Chinese troops as “liberators” 
mocks the truth. Whatever may be the outcome 
of the conflict, it is important to keep the record 


straight. 
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How Credit Controls Are Working 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Government leaders think two credit regulations W and X are 
working fairly well; rules have not stopped price rises or reduced 
. demand for goods, but have helped to hold back both against in- 
flationary pressures; “influence has been checkrein; not air brake.” 


From Business Week 


Government officials are pretty well sat- 
isfied with the way their credit control 
program is working. They intend to let 
Regulation W and Regulation X ride— 
neither relaxing nor tightening them. 

After two months of credit controls this 
is the picture that begins to take shape: 

Regulations W and X have not put a 
stop to the expansion of consumer and 
mortgage credit. 

They have not kept prices from rising— 
except, maybe, on used cars. 

By and large, they have not cut deeply 
into the demand for homes and for con. 
sumer goods. 

What they have done is slow down the 
rate of expansion in credit, thereby mak- 
ing the demand smaller than it would have 
been. Their influence has been a check- 
rein, not an air brake. 

Each month, consumers are getting few- 
er instalment loans. The total consumer 
credit outstanding is still rising, but more 
slowly than it was before Regulation W 
was tightened in mid-October. The stam- 
pede for major durable goods that started 
with Korea has slowed to an orderly— 
though still brisk—walk. The thinning of 
the market has removed some of the pres- 
sures on prices. 


They Help Tailor Demand 


In months to come, business will feel 
the checkrein more plainly. But even 
then, W and X won’t cut demand so dras- 
tically that goods won’t move. Instead 
they will help tailor demand down to 
curtailed supply. That’s what the mobil- 
izers are shooting for. 

So don’t expect early relaxation. Right 
now, credit control is the Government’s 
main anti-inflation weapon. Administra- 
tion bigwigs want to give indirect controls 
achance. They mean to wait and see what 
credit curbs can do against inflation. 

There is no doubt, of course, that 
some outfits were hit, and hit hard, when 
the Federal Reserve Board tightened Reg- 
ulation W—to one-third down and 15 
months on autos, one-fourth down and 15 
months on appliances. Most of the injured 
were auto dealers 

A Dodge dealer in Indiana, for example, 
reported an inventory of 60 1950 models: 
sales had dropped, but the factory kept 


shipping his quota. Now he is afraid that 
the 1951 models will make his present 
stock obsolete. 

Dealers are learning to sell again. They 
are even making some concessions; the 
buyer has a little more to say on what ac- 
cessories he must take, how big a trade-in 
he will get. This, of course, is the object 
of credit control. 

Sales of independent auto makers have 
been hurt far more than those of the 
majors; this may soon present a problem. 
Dealers’ inventories are rising—but they 
are still below the 30-day “normal” level. 
Manufacturers are sure to think twice be- 
fore boosting prices, regardless of what 
happens to cost. 

The record doesn’t show yet what credit 
control has done to mortgage lending. 
Housing starts were down in October, to 
be sure, but not below last year’s level. 


Builders Are Optimistic 


When you look at plans for 1951, you 
find that builders throughout the country 
are generally optimistic—surprisingly so. 
There are exceptions, of course. 

To the extent that Regulation X has 
made builders cuutious, it has already 
achieved one of its main objectives: a cut- 
back in 1951 housing starts. Reason: 
There’s a big time lag between a decision 
to build and the first shovelful of dirt. 

“Even if we go back to our drawing 
boards today,” a Southern builder warns, 
“you would see no additional starts for 
at least six months to come.” 


That doesn’t necessarily mean a dearth 
of starts for the first half of 1951. A flood 
of plans—FRB estimates it at several hun- 
dred thousand—were hastily approved by 
the Veterans’ Administration and Federal 
Housing Administration just before Regu- 
lation X went into effect. These will keep 
builders busy. 


“There’s a whole new group of buyers 
in the market now—people with money,” 
says a Detroiter. “Korea has made a lot 
of people realize that home prices aren't 
going lower; it’s now or never.” 

That’s why FRB is standing firm against 
industry demands for an ease-up. The 
board 1s not yet convinced that starts will 
drop by more than the one-third it’s shoot- 
ing for—to about 850,000 in 1951. 


When It Was Cold in Missouri

On Christmas day, 1830, Missourians 
had joyful expectations of sleigh-ride par- 
ties skimming smoothly over white-blank- 
eted roads to attend holiday festivities. 
But it kept on snowing, and then it snowed 
some more. People began to feel a little 
doubtful about the fun of winter sports. 

More snow fell. It kept on until it 
averaged 42 inches, and winds blew drifts 
to fantastic depths in the valleys. A party 
made a trip from Jefferson City to Chari- 
ton county on roads drifted so that a man 
on a good sized mule had to stand up in 
the stirrups to see over the snowbanks. 
The “big snow” remained until carried off 
by floods in March 1831. 

Extremes in winter weather have long 
been familiar to Missourians. In 1818 
there was solid ice on the Missouri river 
which could be crossed by heavy wagons 
for nine weeks. 

_Dr. George _Engelman of St. Louis, a 
pioneer physician and astronomer, record- 
ed a low of 25.3 degrees below zero in 
February 1835. In the winter of 1833-34 
he said the Mississippi and Missouri rivers 
were frozen over, but pointed out the fact 
that these rivers would not freeze much if 
it were not for the ice floes from their 
upper watercourses and tributaries. Nev- 
ertheless, it required a considerable degree 
of cold to congeal those floes into a firm 
bridge of ice. 

The “big sleet” of 1848 lasted for three 
weeks, and the noise of the ice laden tim- 
ber breaking in the forests sounded like 


a continuous cannonading. Only snags 
and stumps of trees were left standing in 
many parts of Missouri, and thousands of 
domestic animals were killed, while wild 
game became almost extinct. 

On Christmas eve, 1855, the Missouri 
river at Kansas City froze and for weeks 
was used as a highway for teams of horses, 
mules and oxen. On Feb. 4, 1856, the 
thermometer dropped to 30 degrees below 
zero. 

Some Missourians profited in cold win- 


‘ters. The Liberty Tribune in February 


1858 remarked cheerfully of the cold, “Our 
city has been vocal with the music of ice 
wagons from sunrise to sunset. The ice 
crop is quite good, and large quantity is 
being put up.” 

When the river froze at Lexington in 
January 1880, the ferry boat was ice- 
bound. Some young men devised the 
scheme of pushing passengers across the 
ice in a skiff, until travelers discovered 
they could safely walk across by them- 
selves and save their money. 

In later years, record low temperatures 
at the official weather station at Columbia 
were 26 below zero in February 1899 and 
23 below in December 1901.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Dec. = 
(UP)—British Prime Minister Cle- 
ment R. Attlee paid a 56-minute 
visit to the United Nations yes- 
terday. In a brief speech in the 
Security Council chamber, where 
he sat for pictures in the Council 
president’s seat, Attlee declared: 

“I am quite convinced that we 
all have to stand together and 
make the U.N. an effective or- 
ganization if we want to preserve 
peace in the world and happiness 
for mankind and to lift fear from 
the common people.” 

On his arrival at Idlewild Air- 
port from his talks with President 
Truman, Attlee declared the 
Washington conference was “very 
worthwhile.” 

At U.N. headquarters he was 
greeted by Andrew W. Cordier, 
executive assistant to Secretary 
General Trygve Lie. Later, in 
Lie’s office, the secretary general, 
General Assembly President Nas- 
rollah Entezam, United States 
Delegate Warren R. Austin and 
French Delegate Jean Chauvel 
conferred with him. 

In New York last night Attlee 
was a guest at a dinner given 
by the British delegate to the 
U.N., Sir Gladwyn Jebb. 


We were in complete agree- 
ment that there can be no 
thought of appeasement or of 
rewarding’ aggression, whether 
in the Far East or elsewhere. 
Lasting peace and the future 
of the United Nations as an in- 
strument for world peace de- 
pend upon strong support for 
resistance against aggression, 
For our part we are ready, as 

we have always been, to seek an 
end to the hostilities by means of 
negotiation. The same principles 
of international conduct should 
be applied to this situation as are 
applied, in accordance with our 
obligations under the charter of 
the United Nations, to any threat 
to world peace. 

Every effort must be made 
to achieve the purposes of the 
United Nations in Korea by 
peaceful means and to find a 
solution of the Korean problem 
on the basis of a free and inde- 
pendent Korea. We are confi- 
dent that the great majority of 
the United Nations takes the 
Same view. If the Chinese on 
their side display any evidence 
of a similar attitude, we are 
hopeful that the cause of peace 
can be upheld. 

If they do not, then it will 
be for the peoples of the world, 
acting through the United Na- 
tions, to decide how the princi- 
Ples of the Charter can best be 
maintained. For our part, we 
declare in advance our firm re- 
solve to uphold them. 

We considered two questions 
regarding China which are al- 
ready before the United Nations. 
On the question of the Chinese 
seat in the United Nations, the 
two governments differ. The 
United Kingdom has recognized 
the Central People’s Govern- 
ment and considers that its rep- 
reseatatives should occupy 
China’s seat in the United Na- 
tions. The United States has 
opposed and continues to op- 
pose the seating of the Chinese 
Communist representatives in 
the United Nations. We have 
discussed our difference of view 
on this point and are deter- 
mined to prevent it from inter- 
fering with our united effort 
in support of our common ob- 
jectives. 

On the question of Formosa, 
we have noted that both Chinese 
claimants have insisted upon 
the validity of the Cairo dec- 
laration and have expressed re- 
luctance to have the matter con- 
sidered by the United Nations.

Would Circumvent Law 
by Giving a Month’s 
Union Dues Each Year 
to PAC.

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 9—A plan 
to circumvent the law forbidding 
labor unions to make direct po- 
litical contributions was advanced 
yesterday by James B. Carey, new 
president of the CIO International 
Union of Electrical Workers, at 
conclusion of its convention here. 
Carey proposed that union 
members be “exonerated” from 
paying dues for one month out of 
each year. Their individual dues 
would be paid directly to the 
CIO’s Political Action Committee 
instead of to the union treasuries, 
Such a system, if made effece 
tive, would insure the PAC of an 
annual campaign fund of at least 
$12,000,000. This estimate, based 
on the claimed membership of 
the CIO, is predicated on dues 
which probably run below the 
average of its member unions. 
Union members would get re- 
ceipts from the PAC as paid-up 
members instead of from their 
respective unions. 

Doubts Law Would Be Passed. 

“I do not think that Congress 
would pass a law to prohibit such 
contributions,” Carey observed, 
Carey, besides leading the year- 
old anti-Communist _ electric 
workers’ union, is CIO secretary- 
treasurer. 

The Carey suggestion, as Well 
as other matters pertaining to the 
CIO’s political activities, will be 
considered, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, at a meeting in Washing- 
ton in February called by Philip 
Murray, CIO president, to dis- 
cuss the future of the PAC. All 
of the vice presidents of the CIO 
will participate in an executive 
board meeting to chart the or- 
ganization’s political strategy. 

Despite awareness of recent poe 
litical setbacks at the November 
elections, the IUE convention af- 
firmed its support of the PAC 
and voted to assist in redoubling 
its efforts. 

“Through CIO-PAC we will 
work for establishment in the 
United States,” the delegates stat- 
ed in a resolution, “of a - just 
economy, of full employment, of 
good wages for those who work, 
of fair prices for farmers and of 
fair but not exorbitant profits for 
business and industry. 

“Our economy must advance 
and improve its unemployment 
insurance and go forward with 
the perfection of our social se- 
curity program. Provisions for 
health and education must be ex- 
panded and full force given the 
constitutional provisions assuring 
each citizen the full enjoyment 
of his rights regardless of race, 
color, nationality, sex or creed.” 

Besides the method of financing 
outlined by Carey, the convention 
recommended that the policy of 
soliciting voluntary $1 contribu- 
tions to the PAC from each union 
member be continued. The overe 
all policy of the PAC, it decided, 
should be to support “progressive 
forces” in both major parties, 
testing candidates on their rece 
ords or platforms.

Imagine, if you can, the job now facing Producer 
Sam Zimbalist and Director Mervyn Le Roy in 
whittling this great ribbony roundup down to 
21,000 feet—the goal set for its final presentation. 
Even so, “Quo Vadis” would run three and a half 
hours and it must be proved first of all that a 
theater audience will sit that long through the 
feature, no matter how stupendous it may be 
stamped by the producers. 


* * * 


IN ORDER TO GET audience reaction for the 
proper final length of the movie, M.G.M. plans 
to give it preview test runs—not sneaked but well 
advertised—in various key centers throughout the 
country. Detroit, St. Louis, Boston, Pittsburgh, 
Dallas, Buffalo, Denver and Seattle are cities 
already listed as probable experimental stations 
for determining just how long, or short, “Quo 
Vadis” shall run. 


All members of the cast and crew are back in 
Hollywood now—and recuperating from the effects 
of one of the most strenuous location campaigns 
on record. All of them lost weight, a few to an 
alarming extent. Rotund, kewpie-faced Le Roy, 
one of the smartest of all Hollywood directors 
in handling the spectacle type of movie, was the 
heaviest loser in the avoirdupois sweepstakes, 
dropping 24 pounds. . 


“It was a good break for me in a way,” the 
jovial Le Roy told us in a philosophical mood. 
“I was getting to the point where that middle-aged 
spread needed some attention. It was the hard 
way, perhaps, but I took it off. And now, strange 
as it seems, I’m back home eating like sixty and 
trying to put it back again.”

ROBERT TAYLOR and Deborah Kerr, the 
movie's co-stars, didn’t rip off the poundage so 
drastically but they, too, lost so much they’re now 
on strict build-up diets. Immediately after his 
arrival, in fact, Taylor went into a San Francisco 
hospital for an abdominal operation to correct an 
injury that gave him considerable trouble during 
the film’s exacting physical demands. 


-“The pace was terrific over there,” explained 
Le Roy. “We not only had a tight production 
schedule but faced climatic conditions that were 
mighty trying when you consider we had to shoot 
so many big scenes at nigh‘. It was an unusually 
hot and humid summer in Italy and we were on 
the move all the time. Our plans were constantly 
being changed, day scenes set for evening and 
vice versa. When it came time to get that neces- 
sary shut-eye we just couldn’t relax. Food was 
adequate to good but it was the lack of proper, 
regular rest that threw most of us, I believe.

married and I didn’t want to be left out. He was attractive 
and seemed to come from a good family. I knew he drank, 
but he said that was just because he was alone with nothing 
to do and it would stop as soon as he was married and when 
he came back from service and we had a home of our own.

“WELL, HE CAME BACK before the war was over. I 
didn’t know why, but later learned that he was discharged 
for continual drunkenness. We established our home. He 
went from bad to worse. My parents helped us—his parents 
didn’t seem to want to have anything to do with him. I had 
two babies, close together. He couldn’t hold a job. We went 
on relief. Coming home late one night, drunk as usual, he 
was run down and killed by an automobile. 

“I guess that was really a blessing, Dr. Popenoe. That’s 
an awful thing to say, isn’t it? People wouldn't know what 
it means if they hadn't lived with a drunkard for four years 
as I did. But now I’m worried about something even worse— 
the future of my lovely little boy and girl. I've heard that 
drunkards produce degenerate children; that offspring of an 
alcoholic will grow up to be alcoholics; that they may turn 
out feebleminded or insane or anything else. Is that true,

was a fool to do it. 
how it was in those days. 
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NO, MRS. G.. it’s not true. The children of drunkards do 
turn out badly, often enough, but that is not because of any 
direct action of alcohol on the germ cells. It’s because drunk- 
ards are often persons with some mental disorder or abnor- 
mality. That's why they. become drunkards. The offspring 
may inherit this abnormality. They would inherit it just the 
same if the parent had not been a drinker but his weakness 
had been manifested in some other way. 

Interesting studies have been made of children of alco- 
holics, who were adopted into other and superior homes. In 
their own homes, they might easily have grown up to be 
drunkards; in a different and better home, they did not. 

This is a highly controversial question, and a great deal 
of work has been done during the last half century to get the 
facts. I summarized much of the evidence a few years ago 
in an address I gave at a meeting of scientists. If any reader, 
particularly interested in the subject, wants to write me in 
care of the Post-Dispatch ‘enclosing a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope), I'll be glad to send a reprint of my remarks.

ANASTA is still a compara- 
C tively new game, so oddities 

continue to crop up with some 
frequency. Here is one reported 
by a St. Petersburg Fla., player, 
but it might have happened any- 
where. The player who caused 
the problem was dealt the follow- 
ing hand: 


The dealer turned a red three 
as the upcard and covered it with 
a six. The next player drew from 
stock and discarded a five. Now 
the player with this hand, who 


. needed 90, put down all his cards, 


taking the pack with the matching 
pair of fives and melding 100. 


This immediately raised several 
questions. ) 

Could the pack be taken with an 
initial meld that was not the exact 
amount required? Of course it 
could, as long as it was as much 
or more than needed. 

Could the pack be taken with all 
the cards in a player’s hand used? 
Yes, it could, provided the re- 
mainder of the pack left the 
player with a discard and at least 
one card remaining in his hand. 

But—and here was the new 
wrinkle—although the pack con- 
tained two cards in addition to 
the one that would have to be 
used in the meld, one of these 
cards was the red three and that 
could neither be disearded nor 
kept in the player's hand. It had 
to be tabled; and since it had 
been taken with the pack and not 
drawn from the stock, the player 
was not entitled to a replacement 
draw. Putting down the red three 
would leave the player with just 
the six, so he couldn't legally take 
the pack, and he had to draw from 
the stock and leave his entire 
hand exposed—subject to the 
Same penalty as if he had made 
an insufficient meld.

THURSDAY I SPENT a rather 
futile day, going in and out to 
Lake Success twice. Each time I 
expected we would finish our 
work on the International Refugee 
Organization, or rather on the set- 
up that is to take over when this 
organization comes to an end. 

In the morning there was no 
Spanish translation of the final 
document and our Spanish-speak- 
ing friends could not be expected 
to work without copies of the 
document. 

Therefore, we turned to the 
item on prisoners of war. The 
delegates from the United King- 
dom and Australia spoke and 
then the Soviet delegate got the 
floor. When I got back at Lake 
Success at three o’clock I was told 
that Mr. Arutinian of Russia had 
talked for two hours and had not 
finished by 2:30 when they ad- 
jJourned the meeting for lunch! 
No one was in our committee 
room and I found that the meet- 
ing was not called until 4 p.m. 
When I finally found my staff 
they told me that the delegate 
from Iraq wished to hear all the 
general speeches on the prisoners 
of war, before putting in any 
amendments. The deadline for 
those speeches hdd been set for 
11 o'clock in the morning. Never- 
theless, the speeches had to go on, 
and our refugee item was again 
put over, 

Of course, it would be Russian 


tactics to filibuster, since the 
prisoners of war item is an attack 
on them. They do everything to 
prevent any work going on in the 
committee!

NO ONE HEARD Thursday 
afternoon what the answer of the 
Communist Chinese was to the 
appeal of the 13 nations that they 
stop at the thirty-eighth parallel. 
But as I walked down the hall 
the delegates from the 13 nations 
were all dashing for a committee 
room and there was great excite- 
ment everywhere. 


On every side I heard people 
saying how vicious the attacks 
against the United States had 
been and what hate was ex- 
pressed by the delegates of the 
Soviet Union and Byelorussia -in 
their speeches in Committee No. 1. 
It is curious that they should feel 
this hatred when the rest of the 
world — even we who are the 
main object of their attack—can 
feel no hatred. We merely have 
pity for their complete delusion. 

We niust, of course, develop 
hatred if the Soviets are intent 
on bringing about the third World 
War. But I see no signs of real 
hatred anywhere as yet in this 
country. And I should think if 
the Russians had any real knowl- 
edge of our people, or had made 
any contacts through their. dele- 
gates that are not of a formal and 
supervised nature, they would be 
able to discover this fact for 
themselves.

IT SEEMS incredible that they 
should want war, and be willing 
to risk the lives of the people of 
other nations so far. Perhaps they 
do not realize that if they ac- 
tually start a war in Asia it will 
never end until they also have 
suffered as all the rest of the 
world has suffered.
